Reference made to memorandum report by this office dated 12/11/63, reporting 
interview with Alonso 11 ‘.Incline , III, a reporter for The Houston Post, a 
daily newspaper in Houston* 

Daring the above . nterview Mr. Rudkins, who is personally known to the 
writer from Denver, Colorado, advised confidentially that George Butler, 

Head of the Juvenile Division of the Dallas Police Department, is considered 
a "lightest* 1 very close to General Walker. Ho advised that soon after the 
death of President Kennedy he heard George Butler state, “I am glad the son- 
of-a-bitch is dead, but I wish it had not happened in Dallas," and other 
similar statements* 

It is Hr. KuciUns 1 feeling that tills type of statement and sentiment from 
responsible people is partly responsible for the unreasonable acts by part 
of the Dallas eitisens. 

Mr. Hudlcins states that he considers George Butler a personal fr:brdand that 
if he is advised of the above statement, will immediately identify 
Mr. Hudlri.no as the informant . He, therefore, requests that his identity 
not be disclosed in any way to Butler* 

It is suggested that you verbally transmit this information to Lt. Jack Rovill,.

'hue been on the Washington scene for approximately two years and 
spends a {Treat de^l of his time at the White House and at the Senate 
Press Gallery ./ib said categorically that he had no information 
concerning a u l at to a c a 2 s c i n at e _ r v n t‘* ^ . Ho was cf the opinion that 
no cne at the*" Ecustca-Pcst has any such information. He was informed 
that we were asking these questions at the suggestion of Alrnso^Lrdkins , 
when he said ho knew and that Hudkins had been working for uHS Housuca- 
Pcst approximately 30 day3 and that Hudkins had worked for the Ecus ton- 
post at Dallas before and during the murder cf Oswald by Ruby. 

He stated that he was former City Editor cf the Ecus tcn-Pcst and 
i/as in Dallas the day cf the assassination. He said he had no infor- 
mation concerning the subject natter cf Bertram c s memorandum . 



He was asked whether he had an employee in the Hcustcn-Pcst , 
Washington Bureau by the .name of O'Leary. He said that Mr. O'Leary 
had been formerly Science Editor cf the Ecus tcn-Pcst but Mr. O'Leary, 
representing the Hcuston-Post, had died in Hew Zealand while accom- 
panying an Antarctic expedition, and that Mr. O'Leary was buried in 
Dallas seme few days before the assassination of President Kennedy.
